Stevenson  Scores 
Against  Gromyko 
During  UN  Battle 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.,  March  22— 
(UPI) — United  Nations  diplomats  said  to- 
day that  U.S.  Ambassador  Adlai  Stevenson 
had  scored  heavily  against  Russia  in  the 
opening  round  of  the  General  Assembly’s 
Congo  debate. 

It  was  generally  conceded  that  Soviet 
Ambassador  Andrei  Gromyko  had  hurt  his 
own  cause  yesterday  by  launching  a new  at- 
tack on  Secretary  General  Dag  Hammarsk- 
jold  and  demanding  an  end  to  the  U.N.  op- 
eration in  the  Congo  within  a month. 

THERE  WAS  some  hope  among  the  neu- 
tralists that  Gromyko  now  would  soften  this 
line  and  let  the  Assembly  get  down  to  serious 
study  of  the  recommendations  of  a concilia- 
tion commission  report  on  the  Congo. 

The  potentially  explosive  Angola  question 
was  scheduled  for  discussion  in  the  steering 
commiffee,  which  decides  what  items  the 
assembly  will  debate. 

STEVENSON'S  strong  denunciation  of 
Gromyko’s  opening  attacks  yesterday  show- 
ed clearly  the  new  U.S.  delegate  is  prepared 
to  meet  the  Soviets  on  any  terms. 
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niverse 


He  reminded  the  delegates  that  he  had 
sought  to  avoid  cold  war  recriminations  so 
that  some  constructive  solutions  could  be 
found  to  the  Congo  situation. 

Gromyko’s  speech,  he  said,  showed  that 
“the  Soviet  Union  does  not  regard  our  or- 
ganization as  a means  of  international  coop- 
eration but  simply  an  instrument  of  interna- 
tional discord.’’ 

He  said  Gromyko’s  words  were  “wild  and 
irresponsible”  and  that  the  United  States 
intended  to  back  Hammarskjold  “with  all  our 
strength.”

Find  Prehistoric  Bones; 


LONDON  (UPI) — A joint  ex- 
pedition by  the  Academies  of 
Science  of  Soviet  Russia  and 
Communist  China  have  discover- 
ed new  species  of  prehistoric 
beasts  in  the  Gobi  Desert,  known 
to  scientists  as  the  graveyard  of 
the  dinosuars. 


But  so  far  the  Russians  have 
revealed  only  bare  details  of 
the  discoveries.  British  scientists 
will  fill-in  the  blank  spots  in 
the  history  of  the  vertebrates 
who  roamed  the  earth  long  be- 
fore the  appearence  of  man. 

THE  FINDS  so  far  reported 
I to  the  British  include  the  com- 
plete skeleton  of  an  Anchilo- 
I saur,  a giant  lizard  30  feet  long 
(about  thre  times  the  length  of
